A number of people have asked why we need Redeemer College at 
all. Their argument goes something like this: “We already have a 
network of Christian Colleges. Why do we have to start another one, 
particularly in these tough economic times?” 

The answer is really quite revealing. Over the past number of 
years, approximately 680 freshman students have entered Calvin 
College each year. This year, Calvin informs us that it registered 40 
Canadian freshmen, most of whom came from Ontario. Redeemer 
College registered 97 freshmen. The simple arithmetic points out that 
now, Instead of 80 Canadian freshmen in Calvin College, there are 137 

' Canadian freshmen in Calvin College and Redeemer College combined. 
This means an increase of approximately 70%. 

One of the most important reasons for Redeemer College's 
existence is the fact that more young men and women than ever before 
are obtaining a post-secondary education at'a Christian liberal arts — 
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Catharines had prepared a special 
convocation litany. The readers of the 
litany were Hugh Cook, Professor of 
English at Redeemer College and May 
Drost of London, representing the 
Board of Governors. Based almost 
entirely on Scripture, his efforts in 
preparing the litany were particularly 
appreciated. 

During the course of the service, 
the efforts of certain people were 


acknowledged and those present re- | 
sponded with warm applause. How- 


ever, the most sustained applause was 
saved for the 97 special young men 
and women who form the ‘'ploneer"’ 
student body at Redeemer College. 
After the Convocation, hundreds 
of people proceeded to the Redeemer 
College campus for an Open House. 
Here friends and supporters of Re- 
deemer College were able to inspect 
the newly renovated facilities. The 
halls were packed, people were cram- 
med in the gym, there wasn't enough 
coffee, but there was’a genuine spirit 


of joyfulness and thankfulness that will | 


not soon be matched. 

The official opening of Redeemer 
College in its first Convocation had 
been advertised as being one of those 
once-in-a-lifetime experiences. It truly 
was! The efforts of many in the 
preparation of the opening of Redeem- 
er College for the first time had been 
very specifically and uniquely blessed.

Student orientation: 

In the afternoon, there was a 
lengthy student orientation session 
where the program and the rules and 
regulations of the college were dis- 
cussed at length.

Of course, the academic sphere 
is the most important one at Redeemer 
College, but at the same time, books, 
studying, and exams form only part of 
the total picture. Listed below are some 
of the various activities which are 
available to the students and which aid 
in providing a complete and balanced 
program. 


| STUDENT COUNCIL: 

Early in the school year, the 
student body of Redeemer College had 
nominations, election campaigns and 
voting for a Student Council. There are 
| 4 members on the Executive Board and 
5 members-at-large. The Student 
Council represent the students to the 
administration and organizes many 
extra-curricular activities. Arend 
Kersten serves as college liaison to the 
Student Council. 


ATHLETIC COUNCIL: 

The Athletic Council is composed 
of interested students who coordinate 
| many of the sports activities at 


Redeemer College. Their primary work 
involves the intramural program which 
includes volleyball, basketball and bad- 
minton. In addition, they organize ex- 
hibition games with area Christian High 
Schools and public high schools. The 
Athletic Council has also met with the 
Director of Physical Education at 
McMaster University and has obtained 
permission to have Redeemer students 
participate In the McMaster intramural 
program, which includes no fewer than 
38 different activities. Dr. John Bolt 
serves as advisor to this group. 


CATECHISM CLASSES: 

In order to maintain a balance be- 
tween the spiritual, social, recreational 
and academic dimensions of life at Re- 
deemer College, the College assists 
where it can in promoting participation 
in various activities. One of the most im- 
portant activities is a student's partici- 
pation in local church life. Therefore, 
students are encouraged to become 
members of a local church and to par- 
ticipate actively in its program. 


Some reflections on a 
pioneer student body 


When we started recruiting students, we looked at the first-year enroll- 
ments of Dordt College and Trinity Christian Collage. Both these institu- 
tions started with approximately 35 first-year students in their first year of 
operation. We carefully, but optimistically, set our goal for first-year stu- 
dents at 50. Secretly, we prayed for 75. When 97 students formally enrolled 
on September 2, 1982, it was Indeed “way beyond expectations!" 

Over the past year, | have gotten to know many of these young men and 
women on a personal basis. As | visited the various high schools, churches, 
and communities, | became more and more impressed with the calibre of 
young people that were considering Redeemer College. — 

We speak often of those who took the plunge of faith with regard to start- 
ing Redeemer College. We think particularly of the small beginnings we 
had. 104 members when we started. We think of the professors who 
accepted appointments long before we knew where we would be and long 
before we had any students recruited. Each one of them felt called to this 
new challenge and they were prepared to make a commitment in faith. | 
think that says something about the calibre of faculty we have. 

ithink something of the same applies to our student body. These special 
young men and women made a commitment to coming to Redeemer Col- 
lege when for along time they did not know where it was going to be. There 
were questions about facilities, library, credit transfer, housing and stu- 
dent employment. Yet, they made a commitment to come to Redeemer 
‘College and be part of the pioneer student body. In doing 80, they forfeited 
in many cases the many appealing amenities available on the campuses 
of other post-secondary institutions. There was no beautiful, manicured 


campus and there were no multi-million dollar sports facilities and there. 
were no dorms available, at least not in the traditional sense. Yet, these — 
students captured some of the vision, faith and courage demonstrated by 
the faculty and they decided to come to Redeemer and form part of the 


_ ploneer student body. 

School is now some 11 or 12 weeks old. There have been smiles and 
tears, there have been triumphs and joys. But, not for one minute has: my 
appreciation for everyone of these special young men and women been 
diminished. They are a iat group of people and we thank the Lord for 
avery one of them! 





Students have until the and of October 
to Indicate to the College which church 
they will be attending while a student at 
Redeemer College and then these 
churches are notified of the student's 
intentions.

However, from time to 
time, students are transported to other 
area Christian Reformed Churches. Jim 
Berry, our Resident Director, is the 
usual bus driver, but sometimes volun- 
teers from the community take over for 
him. 90 of our 97 students are Christian 
Reformed. 


CHOIR: 

Gerzinus Hoekstra, a well-known 
choir director from St. Catharines, was 
appointed choir diractor of the 
Redeemer College chamber choir prior 
to the beginning of the school year. Of 
our 97 full-time students, approximately 
40 have joined the choir. 

The choir not only performs in area 
churches during church services, but 
also performs in concert. A special 
Christmas concert was prepared by the 
choir and was presented in the Mount 
Hamilton Christian Reformed Church 
on Friday, December 3, 1982 at 8:00 and 
in the Govenant Christian Reformed 
Church of St, Catharines on Sunday, 
December 5, 1982 at 8:15. It is our hope 
that the choir will tour various Christian 
communities during the spring. 


DRAMA CLUB: 

A large number of our students 
were involved in dramaclub activities In 
their local high schools prior to coming 
to Redeemer. Because of the amount of 
interest, a drama club was formed on 
campus under the direction of Mr. 
Douglas Loney, who is a part-time 
instructor in English at Redeemer 
College. During the fall term, the par- 
ticipants In this club prepared a number 
of one-act plays totalling some 2 hours 
in length. Itis the hope of the dramaclub 
to prepare a complete 3-act production 
during the winter and spring term. The 
one-acts will be performed for the 
public in January, 1983. Watch for more 
details.

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|Extension Courses

Dr. John Bolt, Professor of 
Religion and Theology at Redeemer 
College, will be teaching an evening 
class entitled, “Introduction to the New 
Testament” every Thursday night from 
7:00 - 10:00. The course begins on 
Thursday, January 6, 1983, and 
continues for 13 weeks. Extension 
students will be joining regular full- 
time students In these classes. 

The cost for attending these 
classes |s either $398.00 if the student 
is taking the course for college credit, or 
$199.00 if the student is taking the 
course on an audit basis. 

An audit basis means that the 


student can participate in class as any 
credit student, submit papers if he/she 
50 desires and may (but does not have 
to) take the exams and tests. The 
student will receive a transcript from 
the college which indicates that the 
student has taken the course for audit, 
but it does not give official college 
credit, nordoes it give agrade. 

Students who take the course for 
credit will receive a transcript and they 
will receive official college credit for 
their efforts. 

Part-time students who are 
members of supporting churches are 
eligible for a grant which they can 
subtract from the credit course fee of 
$398.00. The grant which the student 
may receive is determined by the 
distance between the student's home 
and Redeemer College. lf the distance 
is under 30 km, the grant Is $50.00 per 
course; if the student livas between 31- 
50 km from Redeemer College, the grant 
is $62.50 and if the student lives over 50 
km away from Redeemer Collage, the 
grant is $75.00. .

| Grassroots 


‘Tf one word could be used to 
describe the fund raising strategy of 
| Redeemer College, it would be the 
| word ‘‘grassroots."' 

We at Redeemer College are 
committed to the understanding that 
our students will pay the larger part of 
our operating budget. For that reason, 
the tuition rate for our students is 
$3980.00 for the current school year. 
With approximately 100 full-time equi- 
valent students it means that the 
students will contribute approximately 
$400,000.00 to the operating budget of 
| Redeemer College for this year. The 
| total operating budget for 1982-83 as 
adopted by our members last May is 
$800,000.00. So you can see that 
students this year pay approximately 
half of the budget. As our enrollment 
increases, it is our goal that students 
will eventually pay between 70%-80% 
of our operating budget on an annual 
basis. 

That leaves the question of the 
shortfall. During this achool year, It's 
$400,000.00. We agonized long and 
hard on how we could raise that 
amount of money. After a great deal of 
soul-searching, much prayer, discus- 
sion, and even some sleepless nights, 
we finally adopted a strategy which we 
think is responsible and Biblical. 

Redeemer College is committed to 
being the College of God's people - a// 
God's people in ‘eastern Canada. In 
that way, we are trying hard to 
establish a support base much like the 
one the Free University in Amsterdam 
had when it started in the 19th 
century. Abraham Kuyper's philo- 
| sophy of starting a university with the 
“Kleine Luyden”’ is what we seek to 
imitate. 

To put this fund raising strategy 
into practical terms, we visited repre- 
sentatives from all of our supporting 
churches throughout Ontario and East- 


ern Canada and asked permission to 
conduct a membership/support cam- 
paign within each of our supporting 
churches. We write the members of 
each of our churches and ask them to 
bacome supporters of Redeemer Col- 
lege with asmall amount every month. 
Once the members have received the 
letter, they are visited by another 
member of the congregation for their 
response. 


In the letter we send to all the 
members of these churches, we sug- 
gest support of $10.00 a month (that's 
just $2.50 per week). It is our feeling 
that most people can afford $10.00 a 
month without jeopardizing local 
church and school support. At the 
same time, we recognize the unique 
circumstances of some Individuals and 
therefore, if people can support us 
with $7.50 per month or $5.00 per 
month or even $2.00 per month, they 
can still become full participating 
partners in Redeemer College. Con- 
versely, those who have been uniquely 
blessed are challenged to give $20.00, 
or $30.00 or $50.00 or even $100.00 a 
month. 


To date, the campaign has been 
completed in 11 churches.
